We  have  Federml,.  Provincial  and 
municipal  department*  of  health  en- 
gaged m  sanitary  nnd  other  work, 
tnd  endeavoring,  within  a  hmitr.l 
scopc,  to  improve  the  health  of  »!»<• 
nation.  Sometimes  it  seemi  a*  ii 
tb«M  departmcnta  do  not,  by  any 

means,  do  aM  they  c.uild  Vi>r  one 
thing  they  are  not  sufficiently  awjkc 
to  the  need  of  dita«mHiating  puM'c 
knowKdK'  '     ti.  insure  physical 

and  mental  utncsi..  They  do  but 
little  in  education  in  food  rmiftt*  and 
yet  theae  play  an  overwhelming  part 
in  the  preservation  and  maintenance 
of  health,  n  aeema  to  na  that  it 
•hould  be  a  part  of  the  duty  of  our 
medical  authoritiei,  and  particularly 
of  those  who  arc  kept  active  by  the 
taxpayars'  noitey,  to  deal  with  ques- 
tions connected  with  the.  nature, 
quality  and  substance  of  fooda.  and 
to  do  M>  through  the  medium  of  an 
education  propaganda.  It  is,  or 
should  be,  an  axiom  of  government 
to  afford  every  citUtq  the  %pportun- 
ily  of  maintaining  his  or  her  health 
at  the  highest  possible  level,  lor 
this  reason  it  saema  logical  to  aug- 
gcst  that  a  government  should  set 
some  ^^adard  of  purity  in  food 
Talvet  to  that  lH«va  may  be  a  more 
wideapread  knowledge  which  will  aid 
'ji  warding  off  ill  health  and  disease. 

It  would  follow,  as  a  matter  of 
coarse,  that  if  the  government  set  a 
standard  of  purity  in  food  values,  it 
would  establish,  as  well,  by  the 
mcchaniam  of  a  Pur*  Food  Act.  re- 
%trictions  aRainst  the  use  of  chemical 
r  preservatives  which  are  undoubtedly 
proving  harmful.  At  preaent  actual 
knowledge  of  food  value*  and  cf  the 
needs  of  the  body  •'c  restricted  to  a 
small  circle.  There  is  at  the  preaent 

time  imich  money  spent  on  unsuit- 
able food,  and  it  is  a  matter  for  com- 
ment in  this  connection  that  many 
valuable  and  cheap  foods  are  almost 
entirely  neglected.  People  are  only 
gradually  awakening  to  the  fact  that 
mach  of  the  floor  they  consume  may 
have  a  larce  amount  of  its  valuable 
nutriment  removed,  and  that  it  may 
he  treated  with  varioua  undeairablc 
chemicals  to  make  it  white.  There 
are  basic  eaaentials  connected  with 
food  valttea  which  ar#the  (ouddation 
of  good  health.  Our'health  aathr.ri 
tics  only  deal  with  these  in  a  sporadic 
way.  There  !•  no  concentrated  eom- 
))aiKn  to  inform  the  consurriing  pub- 
lic. There  is  even  laxity  of  official 
interest  in  the  subject  Our  depart- 
menu  of  health  could,  conceivably, 
<o  more  than  anything  they  have  yet 
done  to  justify  their  existence  were 
they  to -engage  in  public  education  in 
health,  and  mo^t  of  all  itj  food 
values.  What  the  Uxpayera  pay  for 
they  ahootd  gct,'i>nd,  among  other 
things,  they  .irc  paying  for  the  bene- 
fits that  have  accrued  to  mankind 
bccaaee  of  the  advancements  in  the 
fccicnce  of  medicine,  includinR  the 
wide  knowledge  which  research  has 
developed  in  the  matter  of  the  right 
kind  of  diet

Lord  iiustace  f'ercy,  one  of  the 
leaiiMff  Cwiaerratives  in  the  present

\  I  ampaign  to  make  Great  Britain 
the  greatest  fruit-eating  nation  in  the 
world  la  meeting  with  pronounced 
success  through  the  medium  of  ad 
vertising.  The  most  effective  means 
known  to  expert  advertiaera,  says  a 
report  of  the  Fruit  Tradea  F<dera 
tion,  are  newspapers  and  periodical* 
"which  enable  advertisera  to  preaent 
arguments  in  a  complete,  interesting 
and  telling  way.  and  to  influence  de- 
mand for  ^he  commodity  adirertiied.** 
The  preieht  campaign  in  Britain  is 
the  largest  cooperative  fruit  advertis- 
ing  eflort  ever  launched  in  that  coun- 
try. During  the  past  season  the 
virtues  of  c  ranges,  apples,  lemons, 
pears  and  grapes  have  been  brought 
home  to  more  than  12,300,000  people, 
ill  Great  Britain  daily,  and  nearly 
100,000,000  weekly  by  press  advertis- 
ing. The  snceess  Is  illnitrated  by 
letters  from  fruit  brokers,  shippers, 
wholesalers  and  reUilers  throughout 
the  country.  The  campaign  ia  now 
being  resumed  on  an  even  more  ex- 
tensive scale.  It  ia  said,  in  the  report 
-  old  habita  can  be  changed,  and  a 
new  habit  created,  only  by  Itrong. 
persistent  pressure.  But  once  the 
new  habit  of  fruit-eating  has  been  de- 
finitely formed  it  will  hold  as  fast  as 
all  habits  do.  Advertising  to  form  a 
national  habit  is  like  a  team  of  horses 
pulling  a  heayy  load— jerks  or  spas- 
modic efforts  are  so  much  power 
wasted.  It  is  the  steady  pull  that 
tells."

Our  correapondent  funi  < 
may  mtcreat  you  to  know  that  u  in  a 
biological  fact  that  lifes  goes  on  for- 
ever, and  that  the  goal  <'i  .ill  nPHirm 
chemistry  is  eternal  lite."  We  are  in- 
deed intereited  in  those  two  atate- 
aients.  After  the  manner  of  all  bio 
Togkal  •pedaMas.  we  are  intcreated  m 
all  apeculation  concerning  the  eternity 
of  life;  but  we  are  told  upon  excellent 
scientific  authority  that^ven  the  earth 
Itself  must  grow  old  and  pass  away, 
and  if  that  is  true,  the  biological  speci- 
mens that  draw  austenaace  from  the 
earth  must  sorely  pass  away  with  it 
At  the  aame  time  we  agree  with  the 
statement  that  the  principle  of  life  is 
eternal,  and  must  continue  to  manifest 
itself  in  some  form  in  various  parts 
of  the  great  universe.  When  we  have 
reached  that  conclusion  we  have  gone 
as  far  as  we  can.  If  we  wonf  farther 
we  admit  that  we  might  ^jfi  beyond 
our  depth.

However,  we  admit  that  we  are  not 

as  fully  informed  on  this  subject  as 
Jean  Herchmer  appears  to  be.  We 
have  not  authority  to  print  her  letter 
in  full,  but  the  following  part  of  it 
may  be  interesting  to  many  readers  of 
The  Colonist: 

"All  things  do  die  and  perish  from 
the  earth,  but  that  is  from  design,  and 
is  caused  by  contributary  and  primary 
causes,  in  order  to  keep  down  the 
population.  Read  Weismann's  'Dura- 
tion of  Life,'  and  the  fourth  chapter  of 
Darwin'a  'C)r)Kin  of  Species,'  and  I'cr- 
haps  jrott  will  understand  why.

It  is  implied  in  Genesis, 
where  the  first  Adam  was  warned  that 
if  he  ate  of  the  fruit,  in  that  flay  be 
would  surely  die.  But  he  lived  never- 
theless nearly  a  thousand  years.  Eter- 
nal life  is  foretold  from  Genesis  to 
Revelations,  and  you  don't  have  to  go 
to  Berlin  for  advanced  scientists,  for 
right  here  in  this  city  is  a  doctor  who 
has  rejuvenated  aged  men  bx  injecting 
the  secretions  of  a  ram  into  the*  tis- 
sues. Brown  Sequard,  of  the  pasteur 
Institute,  thought  that  be  had  a  speci- 
fic against  senesence  by  injecting  tlje 
secretions  of  a  dog,  and  all  modern 
treatments  alonj^  these  line*  follow  the 
same  idea,  and  it  was  old  in  Babylon 
when   Abraham   came  out  of  Ur. 

Egyptian  records  show  fabulotis  apes, 
and  we  are  just  coming  into  contact 
with  another  unrepealable  law,  the 
cyclic  law  of  the  eternal  return." 

It  is  a  peculiar  fact  that  all  political 
Third  Parties  seem  to  be  obsessed 
with  the  idea  that  they  are  not  ordin- 
ary political  parties.
